To His Excellency, E. №. WILSON, 


Governor оў the State of West Virginia: 


Sır :— We have the honor to submit the following report of the 
condition of the Normal Schools of the State for the years ending 
September 30, 1885, and September 30, 1886. 

These schools have done good work during the past two years and 
are making progress. 

In our opinion the time has come in the history of these schools 
for the settling of two things necessary to secure that efficiency and 
development commensurate with the educational interests of the 
State. 

Тре first is а fixed and settled policy on the part of the State in 
regard to their financial support. = ` 

The uncertainty that has heretofore characterized the appropria- 
tions has greatly obstructed their growth. These schools should 
not be forced to the necessity every two years of petitioning and 
begging for mere existence. If the theory be correct that the edu- 
cation of its people is the most important question: coming before 
any State, then our educational institutions, one and all, as a mat- 
ter of course should expect and receive liberal support. 

'The Normal School represents a vital and essential part of the 
Free School system, and should be regarded as an inseparable part 
of it. . 

The second question to be determined is the relation the Normal 
Schools bear to the institutions of higher learning in the State. 

The first and paramount object of these schools is and should be 
the professional training of teachers. They should sustain the same 
relation to the work of teaching that law schools and medical со]- 
leges do to the profession of law and the practice of medicine, and 
in this department there can be no conflict with other institutions of 
learning; butit isnot possible for the great majority of Normal 
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Schools to assume the strict professional character at this time, and 
they are not doing so. 

Thelarger number of these .schools do now and must continue 
to do & large amount of academie work as a preparation for the 
professional instruction. | 

Most Normal Schools find it both necessary and convenient to ex- 
tend the work further than this. | 

Under the law establishing State Nornial Schools the Board of 
Regents may cause to betaught in these schools "any or all of the 
branches of learning usually taught in colleges and seminaries and 
for that purpose may establish therein the necessary professorships.” 

However, it would be both unwise and impracticable to attempt 
to carry this part of the law into effect at this time. 

The rules and regulations heretofore adopted by the Board of 
Regents, permitted classical departments to be established in each 
school, and under this provision a certain amount of desultory and 
fragmentary work was done, but this work which was not required 
in the regular professional course of the school, has not harmo- 
nized with the academic preparation required by the higher insti- 
tutions of learning in the State. 

We are strongly of the opinion, that this academic work outside 
the normal course should not conflict with the higher institutions of 
learning in this respect, but as far as possible, should be made to har- 
monize with them. We, therefore, as authorized by thelaw, at our first 
meeting in 1885, limited the extra academic work to the preparation 
required to enter the State University, and established academic de- 
partments accordingly in each of the Normal Schobls. 

The Regents of the State University have adopted a resolution 
which admits the graduates of these academic departments into the 
University upon the certificate of graduation. 

While this academic work outside of the normal course, but pro- 
vided for by law, is a matter of secondary consideration as compared 
with the normal work, we nevertheless regard the movement and 
the action of the Regents of the University in accordance therewith. 
аз а work of much importance,to our educational interests ; for, by 
it, allantagonism between these -paris of our educational system 
are removed, and they are brought into friendly and co-operative 
relations. | 

In the government of- these schools, we are of opinion, that 
the law should be so changed that the power of dismissing pu- 
pils for misconduct may be lodged with the faculty of each school, 
instead of the executive committee, with the right of appeal to the 
Board of Regents. 

We also desire to recommend that free tuition in the academicde- 
partments of these schools be granted to the same extent and in the 
same manner as in the preparatory department of the University. 
This will greatly increase the facilities of academic instruction in 
ihe State. 

Matters specially pertaining to each school will be found under 
that heading. A tabulated statement is here appended showing the 
annual enrollment and number of graduates of each school since it 
was established ; 
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MARSHALL COLLEGE. 


During the past two years Marshall College has been under the 
management of Prof. W. J. Kenny, with an enrollment of 153 pupils 
in 1884-5, and 180 in 1885-6, and is in a healthy condition. 

This school is most eligibly located in the beautiful and growing 
city of Huntington, and possesses grounds and buildings that 
would not be valued at less than eighty thousand dollars. Its loca- 
tion makes it easily accessible to a large number of teachers and 
youth, and, with continuous liberal support, must become an insti- 
tution of great power in the development of the State. 

From the reports of the Executive Committee the following finan-

The extensive grounds are badly in need of new fencing and 
other improvements and repairs. The Executive Committee recom- 
mends the following: Making iron fence around grounds, $4,000.00; 
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for sidewalk, $3,000.00 ; for sewerage (two hundred feet of three feet 
brick ),..$2,000.00 ; contingent expenses and repairs, library and 


` apparatus, $1,000.00; roofing, $500.00; for furniture, $500.00." It is 


very necessary that such improvements as are made on these build- 
ings be of a permanent character; this will be found much cheaper 
and more economical in the end than anything of mere temporary 
nature. Any neglect in keeping the buildings in a good state of 
preservation will, in a very short time through injury thus occa- 
sioned, amount to many times the sum required at first. Perma- 
nent improvements of the character suggested will obviate the 
necessity for further improvements for many years. We recom- 
mend that the necessary appropriations be made. 


WEST LIBERTY NORMAL SCHOOL. 


This school has been under the management of Prof. J. A. Cox 
and Mrs. A. B. Wendt. The enrollment for 1885 was forty-eight, a 
slight decrease from 1884, and in 1886 fifty-six, an increase of two over 
1884, and seven over 1885. From the report of the Executive Com- 
mitte we make the Yollowing financial statement. |

FAIRMONT NORMAL SCHOOL. 


For the past two years this school has been continued under the 
charge of Prof. C. А. Sipe, principal, Miss Nannie Cameron and Miss 
MavyJack~on assistante. Tta prosperity and success have been uninter- 
rupted almost from its organization and never greater than in these 
two years. The enrollment in 1884—5 was 207 and in 1885-6, 230, 
the highest number yet reached. N umber of graduates for both 
years seventeen. * 


The school draws its patronage from the young men and women 
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of twenty -five of the best counties of the State, and is doing a 
grahd work toward the advancement of our educational work. 


The following report of the executive committee is submitted as 
showing the disposition made of last appropriation for repairs and 
indicating amounts necessary for future repairs and improvements :

Besides these improvements it will soon be absolutely necessary 
to provide sewerage connection with the sewerage system of Fair- 
mont. This will be required as well by the ordinances of Fairmont 
and the regulations of the local Board of Health as by a due regard 
for the health and comfort of the pupils and teachers and by con- 
siderations of decency. 


The Executive Committee recommend an appropriation for this 
purpose of not less than $500.00. The work to be done with the 
truest econemy will involve the purchase of about 300 feet of sewer 
pipe. This committee recommends the appropriation above named 
- In the interest of what they consider true economy. АП ofthem are 

indispensable if it is the purpose of.the State to allow this school to 
accomplish its natural groth. This natural growth is both rapid 
and steady and most encourageing to the firiends of education. The 
repairs made last year add greatly to the substantial value of the 
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buildings. Unless the buildings and surroundings shall continue 
: to grow in attraction, the school must languish and decline.

The written report of the Executive Committee among other 
things contains the following: “Тре school already has a begin- 
ning toward a Library and Mineral Cabinet, but is entirely without 
cases for some, and has no apparatus whatever. It sadly needs 
both, and we therefore ask an appropriation of $300.00 for library 
cases and class-room apparatus.” We heartily approve this request 
and recommend that the appropriation be made. 


GLENVILLE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


This school for the year 1884-5, was under the management of 
Prof. E. I. Hall, Principal and Miss Verona Maple, Assistant; for 
the year 1885-6, under Prof. 8. B. Brown Principal and the same Assis- 
tant. During these two years there has been ап enrollment of 108, 
and 100 pupils respectively. Thisinstitution is making commenda- 
ble progress and is steadily growing in popularity and usefulness. 

Its central location greatly enhances its power and mission in 
the development of the State. 

Atthe last session an appropriation of $5,000.00 was made for 
the erection of a new building which was put under contract by 
the Board of Public Works to be completed by September 1, 1886, For 
the limited amount of the appropriation a plain but very commodi- 
ous building has been secured. It comprises a chapel 52 feet by 261 

‚ feet, two recitation rooms, each 22 feet by 20 feet, two recitation 
rooms, each 20 feet by 18 feet and two rooms 204 feet by 124 feet 
that may be used for recitation or library purposes. This build- 
ing wil afford ample accommodations for the school for many 


years. 
The structure occupies a beautiful plot of three acres, overlooking 
the town of Glenville. . 


The title to two-fifths of this ground held by the school district of 
Glenville, has been transferred to the State in compliance with the 
statutory requirement, making the State's title complete. 

This lot was donated tothe State by the citizens of Gilmer county.

CONCORD NORMAL SCHOOL. 


This school was continued for the year 1884-5 under the manage- 
ment of Prof. J. H. French, principal, and Prof. Wm. M. Reynolds, 
assistant; for the year 1885-6, Prof. French was elected principal, 
and Prof. J. D. Sweeney assistant. 

The enrollment for the first year was one hundred and five and 
the second year ninety-six. Number of graduates for both years, 
thirteen. 

This school is doing efficient work, and is making a steady and 
substantial growth toward a first-class Normal School. 

An appropriation of $5,000.00 was secured for erecting a new 
building, to be paid out of the revenues of 1886. 

The Executive Committee deserve great credit in letting the con-

12 REGENTS OF THE STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE NORMAL SCHOOLS, 


There are at least four of these schools that should be provided 
with larger teaching force, and in view of this fact we earnestly re- 
commend an appropriation of $15,000.00 for the support of the six 
schools for the year ending Séptember 30, 1887, and a like sum for 
the year ending September 30, 1888, and the sum of $7,500.00 for half 
of the year ending September 30, 1889, to be paid under the pro- 
visions of the generallaw. All the other institutions of the State 
are thus provided for except the Normal Schools. No good reason 
can be assigned for this discrimination against these schools. 

We also recommend that when a school fails to earn the full 
amount appropriated for it, that the Board of Regeuts be author- 
ized to distribute the remainder equitably among the other schools 
in proportion to their earnings, or to use the same in employing such 
additional teaching force as may be needed. 

The present mode of dividing the appropriation equally among 
the several schools works great injury to the larger schools without 
benefiting the smaller ones. - 

We desire to urge the importance of making а small annual ap- 
propriation for the purchase of libraries for these schools. It is not 
likely that a large collection of books can be accumulated rapidly, 
butitis very important that each school should have a good work: 
ing library of reference books and standard literature. Through 
the energy of teachers and pupils respectable beginnings have been 
made in all these schools. 


INSURANCE. 


The insurance policies held by the Board in various companies 
on the State Normal School buildings expire on the following dates : 
March 25, 1888, on Shepherd College; April 10, 1888, on Marshall 
College and Fairmont Normal School; July 24, 1888, on Concord 
Normal School. Е 

Theaggregate amount ofinsurance on the six buildingsis $26,667.00. 
The premiums for the current three years amount to $400.00. The 
erection of two new buildings will increase the value of Normal School 
property, and we therefore recommend that an appropriation of 
$600.00 be made to insure these buildings in 1888.

i REGENTS’ EXPENSE. 


The usual appropriation to defray the traveling expenses of the 
Regents was reduced for 1886. Three hundred dollars is not suffi- 
cient to pay the actual and necessarv expenses of the full Board, 
and we recommend that an annual appropriation of $400.00 be 
made for the purpose. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


During the past year-seven hundred and twenty-seven young 
men and women were enrolled and received instruction in the six 
Normal Schools. They have come from the public schools and the 
most of them after graduating or receiving instruction for a time 
expect to return to teach in these schools. The fact that 1,115 
teachers out of 4,924 teachers in the State have been instructed in 
the Normal Schools shows that they are doing а splendid work in 
the direction of their mission. . The question of the necessity of 
normal schools is everywhere admitted. 

We may not expect to have efficient Free Schools, without intelli- 
gent and trained teachers and can not have intelligent and trained 
teachers without Normal Schools. Rather than go on with the limited 
appropriations of the past we believe it would be wise and sound 
educational policy to support in part at least these schools from the 
generalschoolfund. Reasonable appropriations should be counted 
on without a doubt. 

No institutions in the State are doing a more noble work for its 
development or deserve better of the State than thy Normal Schools. 
We hope that liberal appropriations may be made for the next two 
years. :
